LANDFIRE is an interagency vegetation, fire, and fuel characteristics mapping program, sponsored by the United
States Departments of Agriculture, Forest Service and the Interior (DOI) (www.landfire.gov). LANDFIRE produces

consistent, comprehensive data describing vegetation, fire, and fuel characteristics for the nation. LANDFIRE
thanks those who have contributed data in the past and is again asking for your help to enhance and improve
LANDFIRE data products through your data or information contributions. The next LANDFIRE update will be called
LANDFIRE 2012 and will comprise data primarily from 2011/2012 but is inclusive of data from 1999 - 2012.

LANDFIRE uses recent disturbance and treatment data to update map
layers in areas where vegetation and fuel have changed, keeping the
data as current as possible.
